There have been great banking and merchandis- 
ing families whose prominence and activity carried 
through generations.

The estate was left, but it was directed as 
an investment and not as a direct labor using pro- 
ducer.

The substantial difference between the Repub- 
lican and the Democratic policy with respect to 
article X lies in the Republican insistence that the 


congress declares war and the Democratic in- 
sistence that the council of the league of nations 
may involve the United States in war without the 
action of congress. 

The Republicans stay within the constitution of 
the United States. The Democrats seek to super- 
sede it by a treaty. Article X. declares y the 
members of the league of nations will pres@fve the 
territorial integrity of all members of the league. 
It says they will undertake to do so, and an under- 
taking means action. In case of aggression the 
council of the league, composed of representatives 


which this obligation shall be fulfilled.” 

The obligation to take action is specific. The 
nations signing the agreement have no way out. 
The council recommends a course of action. This 
course of action to be binding on the United States 
needs only the vote of the American representative 
on the council With that one vote the United 
States is swept into any enterprise in Europe, Asia, 
and Africa. 

This representative of the American people will 
have.as little responsibility to them as it is possible 
for a representative to have. He will be the ex- 
ponent of the ideas of the man who appointed him. 
Under Wilson he would be an exponent of Wilson's 
ideas, which are not the ideas of congress and are 
not, so far as elections thus far have shown, the 
ideas of the American people. 

Wilson asked for power to represent the Amer!i- 
can people, and they did not give it to him. He 
asked for a Democratic congress in order that he 
and the world might know that what he proposed 
at Paris had the sanction of the United States. 
Upon that plea he was turned down and, neverthe- 
less, he went to Paris and there, acting as the 
American representative in the council of the league 
of nations might act, he tried to commit the 
United States to an agreement which he now says 
the United States is morally bound to accept. 
From this we now can see where the country 
would be if Wilson had acted upon authority. We 
are accused now as moral slackers and delinquents 
because we do not sign what the president prom- 
ised we would sign.

The difference between Mr. Wilson in Paris and | 
the American council member in Geneva is that, 
Wilson was without authority and the council mem- 
ber would have full authority. 

There would be no senate to protect the people 
from the council member. Congress would have no 
power over him. He might represent a stubborn 


man, as Wilson is, and with the country even fran-| 


tic in its opposition to the courses to which he was 
committing it, he would have from It the authority 
to do what he was doing. 

Then we must either follow or break an agree- 
ment. The case in point now is vivid and exact. 
Russia‘has invaded Poland. The council of the 
league of nations takes no cognizance of the fact, 
but it ought to. It is plainly covered by the cove- 
nant. If the United States were a member of the 
league the American representative could put the 
United States at war with Russia, and if congress 
did not back up his action with appropriations and 
legislation it would break a solemn agreement. 

There is no check stipulated against the decisions 
of this one man. He might be a Wilson or a puppet 
of Wilson. It is easy enough for a president to 
drag a congress with him into war. Commitments 
of this nature are easy. If a situation is made, it 
must be followed through, and the president, and 
not congress, makes the situation, But to transfer 
this power from Washington to Geneva and place it 
in the hands of one man surrounded by all the in- 
fluences and intrigues of European diplomacy is 
more than a Republican will do. 

It is a grave infringement of national freedom, 
and the Republicans say that the action of this 
man shall not be binding unless it has the support 
of comgress, which means the support of the 
American people. 

We do not believe that Americans are afraid to 
take their part in world affairs, but we hope they 
never will send a man to Geneva with any such 
powers vested in him as are contemplated in the 
present Democratic policy whose author is Wilson 
and whose champion is Cox.

Bear Factors Remain. 


Many bear factors remain, to be sure— 


the political situation, the taxation .situ- 
ation, higher railway fares, and unem- 
ployment ahead—but all these wouldn't 
count if business was lively. In a few 
weeks the public will buy oils and textiles 
but for the present the stock exchangés 
are neglected. Every broker is a bear 
and so every jobber marks prices dgwn 
to protect himself, hence dwindling quo- 
tations. The depression isn't half as 
serious as it looks to genuine holders of 
good securities.
